LONDON, May 2. A German sub-

marine on Saturday sank the old

British destroyer Recruit off the Gal-

loper lightship in the North Sea
British destroyers. after a stern
chase, overtook and sank two Ger-

man torpedo boats that accompanied
the submarine on its cruise. Some
of the crew of the Recruit were res-

cued by the trawler Daisy, but as
the submarine fired on the fishermen
they were compelled to leave others
to their fate.

The British destroyers rescued
most of the crews of the German
boats, and two officers were picked
up by a passing steamer and taken
to Holland.

The German submarines continued
their operations off the Scilly islands
end in addition to torpedoing the
American tank steamer Gulflight, the
captain of which died of the shock
and two men were drowned, sank the
French steamer Europe and the
British steamer Fulgent. The cap-

tain of the latter vessel was shot and
killed.

There is little other war news. The
Germans claim to have made ad-

vances in their raid into the Russian
Baltic provinces, and after defeating
tne Russians, to have reached the re-

gion southwest of Mitau and are well
on the road to Riga. If they are in
strong force they should prove a
serious menace to the Russian com-
munications. It is believed however
the movement is nothing mure than
a raid

The Russians profess to be undis-
turbed. There his been no further
bombardment of Dunkirk. which
which would seem to indicate the
Germans had only one big gun in
position and the French airmen made
it so uncomfortable for the crew that
they withdrew.

Along the rest of the western front
there are attacks and counter-attack- s

but no battle of importance has dev-
eloped.

The Turks report that the Asiatic
shore of the Dardanelles is free of
invaders. This is correct, the French
having simply gone ashore there to
make the landing of the Rritish on
the other side easier, and then with
drew doubtless to land at some other
point.

News of these operations is awaited
with greatest interest, and for the
moment they are considered among
the most important of the war.

Reply to Air Attacks
PARIS. May 2. German aero-

planes, in reply to recent French air
attacks at Friederichshaven, bom-
barded various towns of Eastern
France. Four machines flew over
Kpinal, the capital of the French de-

partment of the Vosges. and dropped
twenty bombs.

TO RECOVER

i People Are Busy Repairing
Lower Ditches and Dams
and Preparations Are Be-

ST. JuriXS. Ariz.. The committee

on relief for the sufferers from the death
dealing, property destroying flood or
two weeks ;igo, occasioned by the giv-
ing way of the Lyman dam. has is-

sued a most urgent appeal for aid. The
committee has gone very thoroughly
into the details, not only of the dam-
age inflicted but of the relief that
must be forthcoming if the tectum is
to soon witness a return of anything
like its former prosperity. The appeal
takes on the form of a report of the
losses incurred, the present condition
of "affairs and the needs of the dis-
trict.

The committee says:
"It is now two weeks since the

breaking of the Lyman reseroir. The
financial losses have been pretty- - ac-
curately computed, the people are
very busy repairing the lower ditches
and dams, riddled fences are being
reconstructed, preparations to put in
as much crop as possible are in prog-
ress, plans are being formulated to
put water inio the higher Lyman
canal for irrigation of the branch
lands: six of the eight bodies of the
drowned have been recovered and
buried, and the town is gradually re-

turning to a normal condition.

Just as
Field Marshal von Hindenburg has be-inn- ie

a dominating figure througout all
Germany, so. in the province of East
Prussia. Adolph von Batoki. the Ober
Praesident. has become the most prom-
inent character because of his indefa-
tigable efforts in behalf of the hun-

dreds of thousands of persons made
bomeless by the inroads of the Rus-
sians.

Von Fatocki began his work as soon
us he was called from private life to
bis high office last fall, for much had
by that time been destroyed and de-

vastated. With the more recent raid
n Memel. and the destruction of a

majority of the district of which it is
the center, he once more took to the
fieM.

Three rumored thousand inhabitants
of his province, he estimated, had fled
from their homes or the remains of
them, and had to be cared for in vari-
ous parts of (Germany. To accomplish
their care, typical German "system''
has been restored to. so that about
1. ."" fugitives from each section were
taken care ,f together apportioned off
to districts i'U over Germany.

Therie 3u'V" persons, older and very
oung people in the majority, have

lied from the agricultural districts all
;ilong the curving Russian border, from
a district JOO kilometers or more in
length, and extending inward into the
German empire anywhere from In to
7j milometers.

For the most part these fugitives are
still absent from their homes, nor are
they as yet being urged to return. A
few districts, which are only partially
destroyed, rave been restored to their
lormer inhabitants, who are straggling
back slowly

Von Batocki found that about lnO.oao
horses have been driven off by the Rus-

sians, some 14.000 of which have been
Tocovered by German offensive move-
ments. The number of cuttle taken by
the Russi ins exceeded the number of
horses, but so also has the number re- -
apturrd been greatly in excescs of the

Iiorses. Fully 100 Q00 have leen re-

taken by the Germans, but most of
the animals were in a weakened condi-
tion that required almost immediate
slaughter.

CHICAGO. May 1. Correspondence
between John It. Rockefeller, Jr., and
L. M. Bowers, chairman of the ex-

ecutive department of the Colorado
Fuel and Iron company, has been
given out here by the local field
headquarters of the I'nited Slates
commission on industrial relations.

The letters and telegrams relate to
the strike of coal miners in Southern
Colorado and were submitted to the
commission in accordance with a de-

mand made for them at the bearing
in New York January is to Feb. li

bint.
The letters from Mr. Bowers to his

superiors in New York emphasized
that the company had anticipated in-

dustrial unrest and possible strike
by initiating various reforms, such
as the eight-hou- r day.
paydays and the employment by the
men of their own check weighman.
Mr. Bowers maintains in the corre-
spondence that these measures were
voluntary on the part of the com-
pany and were not forced by the
laws of the state, as was maintained
by the union men.

Til" first oJ the letters, dated Sept.
1(. was addressed to Mr. Bow
ers by Starr J. Murphy and described
a call made by Mr. Kthclbert Stew-ai- t,

chief statistician of the bureau
of labor statistics of the I'nited
States department of labor. Mr.
Stewart talked with Mr. Murphy in-

asmuch as John It. Rockefeller. Jr.,
was absent on a vacation.

The ietter states that Mr. Stewart,
who had been appointed a mediator
in the then threatened strike, told
the writer that had called in New
York to determine whether "it would
be worth while for him to go to
Colorado." Mr. Murphy wrote that he
informed Mr. Stewart that the in-

dustrial dispute "would have to be
handled by the executive officers in
Colorado, that wo hire in the east
knew nothing about conditions, anl
would be unwilling to make any sug-

gestions to the executive officers."
Mr. Bowers told of the attempts

of the company to persuade the men
to select their own check wcigh-me- n.

He said that the miners were
"urged" to do this and added that
"so far as I know not a single man
was selected."

The accusation that miners were
forced to trade at the company
stores was denied by Mr. Bowers.
He argued that all employes were
welcome to tiade anywhere they
wished "as the money was their
own." He said that a careful can-

vass of all the company's camp failed
to "find a single case of dissatis-
faction of this account."

Mr. Bowers referred to the labor
tw.nhleu in Northern Colorado which
he blamed upon "oppressive" rules
of the union and said that there

objections to union laborwere many
in Southern Colorado.

PICTROGRAP, May 2. Self govern-
ment for all municipalities in Poland
is put into effect in a law just promul-
gated here. This is one of the first
steps in the autonomy which the em-
peror of Russia promised to the fron-
tier kingdom.

The municipal autonomy granted in
Poland is equivalent to that enjoyed
by Russian towns. Particular care is
to be taken to give the Jewish popula-
tion of Poland, which is proportionate-
ly larger there than anywhere else in
the world a considerable degree of
representation.

The question of languages is settled
in a manner which appears to meet
the approval of Russian and Polish
newspapers alike, official correspon-
dence with the capital of the empire,
as also with the public bodies or pri-

vate persons outside Poland, must be
in Russian. Replies to letters ad-

dressed to Polish municipal departments
in Russian must also be in Russian.
Municipal proclamations, placards, and
notices must be in both languages in
parallel o'llurans. Debate in munici-
pal councils or committees may be at
the speaker's discretion, but the pre-
siding officer is obliged to explain the
substance of the speech if any member
present announces his inability to fol-

low it. Minutes of meetings and most
